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The Victorian 
Soccer Federation 
joined the NSW Fed- 
eration last week in 
calling for a network 
of State-run “‘super 
leagues’’ to replace 
the present NSL 
competition. 


But what does it all mean? 

Administrators have vary- 
ing ideas about how they would 
Structure the Jeague set-ups 
within their own State, but the 
first man to come forward 
with a positive proposal is 
Tony Vrzina, coach of North- 
cote City, and formerly coach 
of Makedonia, Slavia, Croatia 
and Bulleen. — 

He’s worked it out in fine 
detail, and the plan he’s come 
up with could serve as a blue- 
print for change throughout all 
States. 

His proposal uses Victoria 
as the model, but you can sub- 
Stitute for it any State you like. 

Vrzina suggests not only 
forming a super league con- 
sisting of Metbourne’s four 
NSL clubs, plus the strongest 
from the State Leagues, but 
also reorganising the lower 
leagues to speed up promotion. 
Instead of a single division 
below the super league, Vrzina 
proposes a First Division split 
Into east and west, 

Similarly, the Second Divi- 
sion is split geographically, 
meaning that a club from say, 
Second Division West, can be 
promoted to the super league 
within two years 

Vzrina’s suggested league 
structure in Victoria:

Vrzina suggests two teams 
should be relegated from the 
Super League every year, to be 
replaced by the winner of Divi- 
sion One East and the winner 
of Division One West. 

Similarly, the two Second 
Division winners would be pro- 
moted to First Division. 

The leagues wouldn't be geo- 


| graphically rigid in the long 


run, because you may find four 
eastern-based teams are rele- 
gated from the Super League 
in the first two years. Only two 
could be accommodated in 
First Division East, so the 
other two would have to go 
west. : 
Vrzina suggests a national 
Play-off series to determine 
the champion of Australia. 
“There should be 16 clubs in 
the play-offs,”’ he said, ‘with 
NSW and Victoria having the 
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Tony Vrzina 
strongest representation. I 
suggest four from NSW, four 
from Victoria, three from 
S.A., three from Queensland, 
one from Tasmania and one 
from Canberra It should be a 
knock-out competition, with 
prize money available to all. 
For example, at least $1000 
should go to the eight clubs 
knocked out in the first round, 
$2000 for the next four to be eli- 
minated, $4000 for the two 
losers after that, $6000 for the 
runner-up and say, $10,000 for 
the winner. 

“I'm sure a sponsor could be 
found to put up the money” 

Vrzind suggests also: 

@ The present NSL 
chairman, Sam Papasavas, 
should be chairman of the Vic- 
torian Super League; 

e Under 16 teams should 
play curtain-raisers to super 
league games, with the re- 
serve teams playing in the 
morning, 

e Only the super league 
should be allowed to play on 
Sundays. All other divisions, 
plus juniors, should play on 
Saturdays; 

@ No limit should be im- 
posed on the number of im- 
ported players, but those 
players all should be from 
First Division clubs; 

e@ The clubs must be given 
freedom to organise their own 
international matches; 

© The ASF should move to 
Startan Asian Champions Cup: 

e@ There should be a four: 
week break during July, and 
this period should be used for a 
gala indoor tournament; 

e@ Channel 0/28 should show 
edited highlights of three or 
four matches on Sunday 
nights, rather than one hour of 
one match; 

e Referees should be in- 
structed to speed up play up 
allowing free kicks to be taken 
immediately. 

The super leagues proposal 
was given impetus when the 
VSF resolved last week to 
invite the four Victorian NSL 
clubs to return to the fold and 
compete in a super league run 
by the VSF. 

The VSF offered to amend 
its constitution, rules, regu- 
lations and resolutions to ac- 
commodate such a com- 
petition. 

Hellas president Leo Ane- 
Zakis said the four clubs might 
consider joining such a super 
league if there is no other way 
to reorganise the national 
competition to make it more 
attractive to spectators. 

John Branov (Makedonia), 
Sam Goulopoulos (Heidelberg) 
and Zika Karic (J.U.S.T_) said 
they did not want to comment 
about the proposal ‘‘at the mo- 


ment.” 
Meanwhile, the ASF’s 
league sub-committee met last 


Friday to consider the NSL's 
proposal for an enlarged 
national competition, split into 
two regions. 
Recommendations from 
that meeting will be sent to the 
State federations, and the 
plans are not expected to be 
publicised until July.

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the strongest teams ever to 
grace the competition, spear- 
headed by the inside forward 
trio of mercurial Argentinian 
Omar Sivori, Welsh colossus 
John Charles and the supreme- 
ly gifted Giampiero Boniperti 
of Italy. 

Yet, their early ventures 
were disastrous, kicking off 
with a 8 - 3 humiliation at the 
hands of Wiener SK. 

In 1961-62, they actually in- 
flicted the first European Cup 
home defeat upon Real Madr- 
id, only to lose the return leg in 
their own stadium and a con- 
sequent play-off. 

In 1965, Juventus reached 
the UEFA Cup (then known as 
the Fairs Cup). final, only to 
lose 0 - 1 to Ferencvaros, des- 
pite having the advantage of 
playing in their own Stadio 
Comunale! 

Six years later, Leeds 
United condemned them to 
runners up medals tn the same 
event. Few tears were shed by 
the Juve faithful 

It was a different story in 
1973, when an exceptional Ajax 
Amsterdam completed a hat 
trick of Champions’ Cup 
triumphs with a 1 - 0 victory 
over the Turin club, 

That Ajax team, with 
Cruyff, Neeskens, Krol, Haan 
and Rep prominent, are right- 
ly remembered as one of the 
finest club combinations of all 
time. Juventus were unfortu- 
nate to meet them at their 
peak. 

The European duck was 
finally broken in the 1976 - 77 
UEFA Cup final, when Athlet- 
ic Bilbao succumbed on the 
away goal ruling. There was 
no dancing in the streets of 
Turin. 

The quest for the 
Champions’ Cup became an 
obsession, not merely to satis- 
fy the fans, but also to justify 
the billions of litre injected by 
club sponsors Fiat. 


Hamburg too have suffered | 


a great deal of. frustration 
during European expeditions. 

They made their first ap- 
pearance in the 1960 — 61 
Champions’ Cup and reached 
the semi finals, before meet- 
ing favorites Barcelona 

Only a last minute goal and 
the brilliance of goalkeeper 
Ramallets thwarted the West 
Germans, for whom the Jegen- 
dary centre forward Uwe 
Seeler was an inspiration. 

In the intervening 22 years, 
HSV have established them- 
selves as an enduring power. 

Twice they have qualified 
for the final of the Cup Win- 
ners’ Cup, winning it in 1977 
There was also that remark- 
able UEFA Cup final loss to 
IFK Gothenburg last season. 

During their second crack at 
the Champions’ Cup (1979 - 80), 
the Hamburgers were beaten 
by Nottingham Forest at the 
ultimate stage. Despite enjoy- 
ing a distinct territorial ad- 
vantage, they bowed to a John 
Robertson goal 

Having reached the semi 
finals in their initial attempt 
and being beaten finalists 
during the second, Bun- 
desliga’s champions believe it 


will be third time lucky for 
them. 

Juventus have the 
credentials to not only emulate 
Bayern, but the even more 
fabulous sides which went 
before them — Benfica, Ajax, 
perhaps even Real madrid. 

They have the appearance of 
a European All Star XI, in- 
cluding six Italian World Cup 
winners, plus Michel Platini 
and Zbigniew Bontek, two out- 
Standing midfielders. 

Hamburg though promise 
resolute opposition. A core of 
Bundesliga hardened 
craftsmen and thoroughbreds, 
they can call upon Manni 
Kaltz, arguably the finest 
overlapping full back in the 
game today and the muscular 
Horst Hrubesch, who is 
capable of upsetting even the 
ablest defence 

This could be the most enth- 
railing Champions’ Cup final 
in Many seasons. 


JUVENTUS 


DINO ZOFF: 41 years of age, 
over 108 international caps and 
World Cup winning captain; surely 
nobody deserves the accolade of ‘‘li- 
ving legend’’ more. He recently re- 
tired from international football 
and there is considerable specula- 
tion that he will hang up his gloves 
permanently should Juventus beat 
Hamburg. The subject of a world 
record $1 million transfer fee when 
moving to Napoli in 1972. 


CLAUDIO GENTILE: A resolute 
right back, who joined Juventus 
from Varese in 1973, Libyan-born, 
he has been a mainstay of the Ital- 
jan defence since 1974 and Is ap- 
proaching his 70th international ap- 
pearance. Solid in defence, but or- 
ganises counter attacks well, 


ANTONIO CABRINI: Signed 
from Atlanta in 1976 and played only 
28 games in first two seasons at Ju- 
ventus, yet won a place in the World 
Cup squad for Argentina. One of the 
world’s top left backs, he is also 
rated highly as penalty taker — des- 
pite that World Cup final miss. Only 
25, he is: scheduled to win his Sth 
Italian cap next season. 


MARCO BONINI: A $1,200,000 
signing from Cesena in the summer 
of 1981, he is a hard working mid- 
fielder, who complements the silk- 
jer skills of Platini and Boniek. 


SERGIO BRIO: Commenced 
career with Lecce and joined Ju- 
ventus in October, 1874, before 
being loaned to Pistolse for three 
seasons. A solid stopper, he is par- 
ticularly strong in the air. 


GAETANO SCIREA: Signed 
from Atlanta in 1974, he was origi- 
nally an inside forward but con- 
verted to sweeper, which is now his 
role for club and country. The 1981 
Italian Footballer of the Year. 


ROBERTO BETTEGA: A cruel 
knee injury robbed him of World 
Cup glory. Turin born, he has been 
Italy’s most consistent goalscorer 
of the past decade, despite early 
problems with tuberculosis, Now 
set to join Toronto Blizzard, 


MARCO TARDELLI: Voted Man 
of the Match in the 1982 World Cup 
final, where he proved himself to be 
a fine all round footballer rather 
than mere stopper, as amny had 
suggested. Signed from Como in 
1975, and can play as either full 
back or midfielder. His early career 
was spollt by bad disciplinary 
record. 


PAULO ROSSI: Current Ev 
ropean Footballer of the Year and 
1982 World Cup leading goalscorer, 
now has the chance to add a 
Champions’ Cup winners’ medal to 
the World Cup memento.

CLAUDIO PRANDELLI; A mid- 
fielder, he moved to Juventus from 
Atlanta in 1978, having previously 
played for Cremonese. Has spent 
long periods on the substitutes’ 
bench 


DOMENICO MAROCCHINO: A 
product of the Juventus youth 
scheme, he replaced the popular 
Franco Causio in 1981 and has been 
a regular ever since. A forceful 


raider. 

GIUSEPPE FARINO: 3]-year- 
old veteran, who captained the side 
last season, but has made only a 
handful of appearances this term. A 
robust midfielder, he may be given 
a run late in the game, for senti- 
mental reasons, if Juve can afford 
that luxury. 

GIOVANNI 
(manager): Capped 17 times by 
Italy as left half, he spent much of 
his career with AC Milan, with 
whom two Champions Cup winners’ 
medals and a Cup Winners’ Cup 
winners’ medal (against Hamburg) 
were won. Appointed manager of 
Juventus in 1974, 
ceptionally young age of 37, and has 
subsequently taken the cub to five 
Italian Championships and one 
UEFA Cup success. 


HAMBURG 


ULRICH STEIN: A solid and re- 
liable goalkeeper, he has represent- 
ed West Germany at B and amateur 
levels. His former clubs Include 
TSV Wunstorf and Arminia Biele- 


feld. 

MANFRED KALTZ: Among the 
world’s leading attacking full 
backs, regularly getting his name 
on the scoresheet. A HSV player 
since 1971, he has been a West 
German senior international for 
eight years and also represented the 
country at B, youth and amateur 
levels. Formerly with minor clubs 
TVS ALItrop and VFL Newhofen. 

HOGER HItERONYMUS: A 
local boy, who joined HSV from 
neighbours St. Paull, he can play in 
either defence or midfield. Has 
scored some spectacular goals 
when moving upfield. Honored by 
West Germany at senior, B and 
youth grades. 
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DIETMAR JAKOBS: A rellable 
centre back. he joined Hamburg 
from MSV Duisburg for $500,000 in 
1979. Has one senior cap to go with 
six at B level. 


BERND WEHMEYER: Per- 
forms efficiently in midfield. He 
moved from MSV Duisburg in 1978 
but commenced professional career 
at Arminia Bielefeld. Has spent 
long spelis out of the first teams. 


WOLFGANG ROLFF: This 
former youth international made 
his Bundesliga Division One debut 
this season and soon established 
himself in the first team, Pre- 
viously played for Bundesliga Divi- 
sion Two outfit Fortuna Cologne. An 
energetic midfielder. 


JUERGEN GROH: A $250,000 
buy from Kaiserslautern In 1989, he 
has gained a single senior inter- 
national cap and nine at B level. 
Always plays consistently in the 
back four. 

WOLFGANG MAGATH: Appears 
to have got over the series of In- 
juries which blighted him in recent 
years. When on form he Is a 
cultured linkman, but disappointed 
during the last World Cup. Joined 
HSV from Saarbrucken for $250,000 
in 1976 and has 24 full international 
caps to his credit. 

ORST HRUBESCH: A robust 
centre forward, nicknamed “The 
Monster”. A $650,000 acquisition 
from Rot Weiss Essen in 1978, he 
has served HSV and Germany well. 
Now retired from international 
soccer after 21 appearances, the 
Bundesliga’s leading scorer last 
season. 

LARS BASTRUP: A Danish 
international forward who cost the 
club a mere $30,000 when moving 
from Aarhus three years ago, but 
now valued at $800,000. A fine op- 
portunist. 

ALLAN HANSEN: Denmark's 
“Footballer of the Year” and lead- 
ing scorer last year, but to date a 
disappointment in Germany. The 
suspension of Jimmy Hartwig 
though should give him an oppor- 
tunity to redeem himself. A $36,000 
buy from BK Odense. 

JUERGEN MILEWSKI: A posi- 
tive winger, who has represented 
West at senior level. Moved to 
Hamburg [rom Hertha Berlin for 
$350,000 In 1979. 

ERNST HAPPEL (Coach): One 
of Europe's leading coaches, this 
will be his third final, having won 
one with Feyenoord and lost the 
other with Bruges. Another major 
achievement was to take Holland 
through to the final of the 1978 
World Cup. Other clubs he has 
coached include ADO Den Haag, 
Seville and Standard Liege. Capped

Gordon Flavell, a Scot, 
never will represent the 
country of his birth at inter- 
national level. He has never 
played for Australia or Vic- 
toria and there’s little like- 
lihood of doing so, yet he is 
the outstanding defensive 
midfielder, especially as a 
Mman-marker, in the NSL this 
year. 

The tough Flavell empha- 
sised his effectiveness re- 
cently when he destroyed 
Hellas Socceroo Ken Murphy 
as Hellas and Makedonia 
fought out a dour 0-0 battle at 
Middle Park. 

“I’m not a favorite of our 
fans. In fact we’ve had a few 
run-ins from time to time. 
That’s because some of our 
fans want to see ball players 
all over the park, They don’t 
realise tht you need a blend. 
Apart from me and George 
McMillan there’s no other 
guys who you'd call really 
physical. Anyway, the fans 
don’t bother me. Peter Olier- 
ton picks the team and that’s 
what counts. I get on well 
with ‘Ojlie’ because I'm a 
100 percent trier out on the 
park and he knows that,’ 
Said Flavell. 

Fiavell shuns publicity. 
He's rarely mentioned by the 
press yet he’s an integral 
part of the success of Make- 
donia this season. Every- 
one’s heard about the Ilios-

kis, Campbells, Lucchesis, 
Odzakovs. The Flavells and 
McMillans of our world tend 
to be pushed into the back- 
ground. Not entirely due to 
the attitude of the media. 
When I rang Flavell to inter- 
view him for this story his 
response was: “‘Turn it up. 


You want to interview me? ° 


Oh no, I hate these things. 
Come on, you must be jok- 
ing.” 

I eased into our conversa- 
tion by collecting biograph- 
ical detail. Flavell, 26, was 
born in Airdrie in Scotland. 
He went to Airdrie Academy 
with former teammate Doug 
Brown, now with Hellas. 

“] think Dougie was 
kicked out of school when he 
was 14 and sent down the 
mines,” quipped Flavell. 

« Three years of studying 
architecture at Airdrie Aca- 
demy and Glasgow’s College 
of Building ended when Fila- 
vell signed for Edinburgh- 
based club Hearts. A season 
later he signed as a semi- 
professional with Airdrie 
and after a handful of first- 
team appearances Flavell 
joined Makedonia in 1979. 

“T only got $200 to sign on 
Jim Cook fixed it up. When I 
first arrived, I thought the 
Standard looked a lot easier 
than it actually was, even 
though I was playing in mid- 
field for Preston whereas I 
was a sweeper or full back in 
Scotland 

“Tony Vrzina was coach- 
ing us and I got on well with 
him. He had a lot of skilful 
players and wanted a more 
physical guy in the side. 

“My assets probably are 
that I’m fairly hard and I 
like to think that I can pass a 
good ball. Against that, I’m a 
wee bit slow and I could be a 
lot better with my left foot.’’ 

Vrzina was sacked at the 
end of 1979 and Brian Edgley 
took over, guiding Make- 
donia to the 1980 Victorian 
State League championship. 

“Edgley was a good 
player I believe, but he 
lacked a bit as a coach. He 
seemed unable to really or- 
ganise us He was a bit soft 
on some players and a bit 
hard on others. ‘Ollie’ is a 
better coach, there’s no 
doubt about that. We're 
fitter than we've ever been,

which is going to be import- 
ant as the season goes on. 


“I don’t think that there 


are any really great teams in 
the NSL. Sydney City was 
Streets ahead over the past 
few years but 
changed. Consistency is the 
key to success. Teams like 
Hellas look great on paper 
but they’re not consistent. 
They don’t have players who 


that’s 


work for each other. We do. 


That’s the main difference.” 


Flavell has reservations 
about regionalisation. He 
thinks it will be better for 
the fans who will be able to 
watch more local derbies but 
he thinks that the standard 
of play will drop. 

“Okay, we played a couple 
of State League sides in this 
year’s Ampol Cup and had 
trouble against them. But 
that’s just one-off stuff. I 
don’t think that Juventus, for 
example, could handle the 
consistency needed to do 
well in the NSL.” 

Flavell’s father, Bobby, is 
a legendary figure in Scot- 
tish soccer. He played two 
full internationals for Scot- 
land in 1947, against Belgium 
and Luxembourg, as a centre 
forward. He scored five 
goals for the Scottish League 
against the Irish League. As 
a 19-year-old Bobby Flavell 
found himself flung into the 
Second World War. During 
that time he made guest ap- 
pearances with Arsenal and 
Spurs. His Scottish career 
started with Airdrie, then 
Hearts, Dundee and finally 
Kilmarnock. Flavell coach- 
ed St Mirren before becom- 
ing a director of Albion Ro- 
vers. 

He gained notoriety for be- 
coming the first Scot to play 
in South America as a pro- 
fessional. He played for the 
Millionarios club in Bogota 
alongside the famous Al- 
fredo di Stefano. When Fla- 
vell returned to Scotland he 
was found guilty of breach of 
contract and fined. 

So soccer is well and truly 
in Gordon Flavell’s blood. 
He won't gain the status and 
prestige that his father 
gained. Nevertheless he can 
lay claim to being one of the 
unsung heroes of Make- 
donia’s drive for the NSL 
title this year.

activity which was solely re- 
sponsible for the establish- 
ment of the social] club: 

e@ Economising on soccer to 
the extent of $170,000 at least, 
compared with 1982, yet pro- 
viding sufficient funds to field 
a team which can remain a 
source of pride to Sydney’s 
Jewish community, 

e Saving Hakoah's reputation, 
self-respect and _ integrity, 
which, the petition alleges, 
have been damaged by recent 
actions of the present board of 
directors; and 

e Saving the Hakoah Club 
Limited as a democratic or- 
ganisation, by amending those 
clauses of the articles of asso- 
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ciation which exempt nine of 
the 11 directors from being 
voted out by the general mem- 
bership. 

The items for the extra- 
ordinary general meeting also 
include a resolution directing 
the board to establish by de- 
mocratic means a soccer com- 
mittee answerable to the 
membership, as well as the al- 
location of a sum of $250,000 in 
1983, indexed in succeeding 
years, tO support-soccer oper- 
ations in the highest available 
league 

Former team manager 
Harry Lakmaker pointed out 
that the $230,000 needed this 
year for soccer is at least 
$170,000 below the Hakoah 
club’s commitment to soccer 
in 1982. 

This claim was supported by 
board of directors member 
Tibor Glass at the meeting. 

Lakmaker also revealed 
that the soccer committee was 
willing to have next year’s al- 
location from Hakoah reduced 
to $170,000, .if-an additional 
$30.000 was advanced for 1983. 

This, too, was rejected out 
of hand by the board of direct- 
ors. 

In view of this situation, 
coupled with the huge rise in 
expenditure in areas of the 
Hakoah Club’s management 
outside the sphere of soccer 
last year, which many 
members consider totally un- 
reasonable, the action group 
felt that immediate action was 
called for. 

Otherwise, they fear that 
the very future of the Hakoah 
Club, not just its soccer oper- 
ations, are in jeopardy. 

The action group meets 
again on Monday, May 30 at 
the Hakoah Club, when a steer- 
ing committee will be formed 
and a timetable for action 
finalised.

Chairman Terry Walker dreams of walk- 
ing into. Chaplin Reserve on a Friday night, 
sitting in comfort on the second level of a 
two-storey social club and watching Sun- 
shine-George Cross taking on the best 
clubs in Australia. 


I'm exaggerating slightly. But Walker does dream about 
Friday night league matches at Chaplin Reserve and he says 
it certainly isn’t a far-fetched idea. 

“Just imagine what sort of crowd you'd get at the only top- 
class soccer match being held in the western suburbs that 
Friday night under first-class floodlighting with first-class 
spectator facilities,’ said Walker. 

“My big ambition is to see this club in a national com- 
petition. It’s constantly drummed into me as club chairman, 
that if we had a winning team and played in a national league 
then the fans would flock back in their thousands and I’ve got 
every reason to believe that they would. Green Gully has done 
exceptionally well in recent times but I think that it knows 
now that it can never have the support of the Maltese com- 
munity. Our fans have stayed with us through thick and thin 
and when things pick up shortly, our crowds will get even 

etter. 
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amalgamation but it's just not on. There’s too much friction 
between the clubs and some of the supporters. Gully can 
forget about it. Anyway, this talk has come about because 
Gully only has a few regular supporters and now knows that 
it's never going to have a big support.” 

Walker, 35, is married with five-year-old twin daughters, 
Amanda and Rebecca. He came to Australia from England in 
1970. He spent two years playing with Sydney-based Arncliffe 
Scots (since absorbed by the now defunct Riverwood), before 
joining Sunshine City in 1973, where he has served ever since 
as a player, coach and committeeman. 

Walker has been directly involved in talks of mergers 
which have consistently been linked with Sunshine City over 
the past few years. He’s well aware of current talk that Sun- 
shine-George Cross will revert back to simply George Cross 
next year as the Maltese sponsored club absorbs the remnants 
of Sunshine City’s predominantly British support base. 

“*Sure, I’m still a bit wary about that happening. I'd be lying 
to you if I said otherwise. But what really interests me, és not 
the color of a man’s skin but whether we can join together to 
further the interests of soccer in the local area. That’s what 
it’s all about,” said Walker. 

‘‘When George Cross shared the ground with us, they really 
looked after the clubrooms and did the right thing. We got to 
know each other better and we got to like each other. That's 
the basis of what ied to our amalgamation.”’ 

The amalgamation officially took place late last October.

Juventus youth on the march 


Juventus (Vic.) has started 
what probably is a first in 
Australian soccer: a youth 
club that is in fact an appren- 
ticeship for future senior offi- 
cials. 


The club and its unique structure is the 
brainchild of former Juventus secretary 
Rocky Di Zio, who established it earlier 
this year before severing his association 
with Juventus. 


‘For years I had been realising that our 
base of support was getting thinner and 
thinner for a number of reasons, including 
one of natural erosion”, says Di Zio. 

“The many thousands of supporters the 
club had in the 50's and 60's had slowly 
aged, had growing families, probably built 
a house in the outer suburbs and were 
slowly giving up following the club be- 
cave of new responsibilities and lifesty- 
es. 


“We simply had to attract the younger 
generation to maintain, and eventually de- 
velop a new type of following. 

“So I devised a new set-up for the youth 
club: it would take over total responsi- 
bility for the running of the reserve and 
U/18 teams. It had to run the two teams 
like a ‘‘mini-club’’, meaning they had to 
find the funds, to recruit players, to meet 
all administrative and financial oblig- 
ations related to the two teams. And it 


would work with little supervision from 
the senior committee and no interference 
at all. The youth officials would be 
allowed to make their own mistakes, so 
they could learn from them.” 

After obtaining approval for his plan 
from the senior committee, Di Zio ap- 
proached Joe Mirabella, a young execu- 
tive and son of former club president Paul 
Mirabella. After long discussions over 
some weeks, Joe Mirabella agreed to 
become the first president of this new- 
style youth club. 

His committee called itself “‘Club Ju- 
ventini’’ and set out to work with untold 
enthusiasm and professionalism 
Firstly it worked out a budget that includ- 
ed coaches’ salary, strips, balls and other 
equipment and decided to give all reserve 
players a nominal signing-on fee of $40 
each, as well as match payments of $10 for 
a loss, $15 for a draw and $20 for a win, 
with some financial considerations for the 
U/18s also. They came up with a total 
budget of $15,000 for the season. 

Before the first game of the season had 
even kicked off, Juventus had a “kitty” of 
over $8,000 from sponsorship and social 
functions 

In the morning of the first official game 
of the season they organised a posh break- 
fast for players and friends at the Europa 
Ballroom, well attended by senior offi- 
cials and a number of prominent people 

And work has not stepped ever since. 
The ‘‘Juventini’’ attend in good number all 
training sessions and games of the two 


teams; have paid all signing-on fees, 
match fees and coaches’ salaries 
promptly, have made dozens of black and 
white flags for the cheer-squad to use at 
senior games and have put on sale wind- 
cheaters, scarves, hats and other items as 
well as running raffles at senior games. 

The money is rolling in from every- 
where, enthusiasm is ever on the increase, 
responsibilities are getting bigger and 
bigger every week, and the satisfaction of 
achieving something visible is written all 
over their faces. And they are constantly 
growing in numbers. 

The ‘‘Club Juventini’’ committee is Joe 
Mirabella (president), Dominic Balliro’ 
and Paul Ganci (vice presidents), Paul 
Buscemi (treasurer), Vita Fede (Secreta- 
ry), Nancy Arena (assistant secretary), 
Patricia Trani (social director), Michael 
Tenace (cheer squad organiser), Paul 
Calabro’, Santo Di Liberto. Sam Lo Terzo 
is team manager.

Wilkins 

Jimmy Case's studs bit into 
the legs of Bryan Robson and 
Wilkins three times in the 
opening 25 minutes, Referee 
Alf Grey, magnificently incon- 
spicuous for the most part, 
failed to caution Case. A sim- 
ilar refereeing failure, this 
time the culprit being United’s 
Norman Whiteside, was the 
largest blot on Mr Grey’s 
copybook. The incident occur- 
ed in the 53rd minute, and in- 
volved Brighton right back 
Chris Ramsay, hacked down 
by a late Whiteside tackle. 

Yet, the Case and Whiteside 
episodes readily fade from 
mind, cast aside by a virtuoso 
Wilkins goal, an unblemished 
display from Stevens, capped 
by his 86th minute equaliser, 
and a nail-bitting 38 minutes of 
extra time with Smith’s miss 
the outstanding feature. Then 
there was the passing of Dut- 
chman Arnold Muehran. His 
40-metre crossfield pass which 
led to United’s second’ goal 
was breathtaking. 

Brighton scored after 14 
minutes and every onlooker 
forgot about underdog and fa- 
vorite labels. We had a great 
contest. The Seagulls’ goal ap- 
propriately was built up by ca- 
ptain Tony Grealish who 
Squared the ball from the left 
to Neil Smillie, Brighton's 
most effective counter punc- 
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her, who agaifysquared to tire- 
less Gary HoWlett. The Eire 
youth international cleverly 
chipped the ball over a sadly 
out of touch Kevin Moran and 
Smith headed down and past 
Gary Bailey from the far post. 

Ten minutes into the second 
half Brighton’s lead vanished. 
Mike Duxburgy got a lucky 
break as he charged down the 
right, playing a one-two off the 
left of a Brighton defender, 
then crossing o the hear post 
where Whiteside headed on 
and Stapleton, sliding in, rifled 
the ball into the roof of the net. 

United must have thought 
that the cup was won when 
Muehren smacked an inch-per- 
fect pass to Wilkins on the 
right, just outside the penalty 
box. The English international 
cut inside, saw Graham Oseley 
fractionally off the goal line, 
and curled the ball, samba 
style, into the op far corner of 
goal to make it 2-1. 

But fate had two cards to 
play. Its first, with four 
minutes left, levelled the 
scores. Its second, in the final 
minutes of extra time, ensured 
that 160,000 football daft fans 
and millions it front of TV sets 
would be spellbound once 
more, on Thursday night 
(early Friday morning Aus- 
tralian time) and who would 
be crazy enough to predict the 
outcome?
